The administration has said it 


would ask for $300 million next 
year and $1 billion the following 
year. 


The money would flow direct- 


ly between the attorney gener- 
al's office and the local depart- 
ments, with governors given the 
right to review and evaluate 
grant applications, but not veto 
them. 


Charging this could lead to a 


federally controlled police sys- 
tem, 
Republicans are rallying

stripped Clay of his title_when 
he refused enduction and set up 
an eight-man elimination tour- 
nament to select a successor.

Hayden C. Covington of New

ed Auto Workers bargainer says 
the union will not strike to get 
profit sharing from the nation's 
automakers this year. 


Douglas A. Fraser, director of 


the union's Chrysler Depart- 
ment, said Wednesday the union 
had found rock-hard resistance 
to the idea from management 
and would wait until later to 
press its demands. 


Profit sharing, or "equity

Walter P. Reuther called it, was 
a surprise demand when the un- 
ion opened new contract nego- 
tiations July 10. 


Reuther told Ford, Chrysler 


and General Motors that bar- 
gaining without including profit 
sharing was "primitive non- 
sense." 


He said it was impossible to 


predict in 1967 what a worker's 
fair share of a company's earn- 
ings would be over a new three- 
year contract.

Navy plans a self-examination 
of how it informs the public 
about who Is Involved and who 
isn't In such military disasters 
as the USS Forrestal flre. 


Specifically, 
the 
Navy will 


look at its performance in pub- 
licly Identifying the men who 
died, were injured or missing 
after flames swept the 4,300- 
man carrier off North Vietnam 
Saturday. 


Sources said an admiral is 


being assigned to head up the 
investigation. It took the Navy 
tour days to get out a reason- 
ably complete list of the Torres- 
tal victims. 


While families of the more 


than 100 casualties were notified 
much sooner, the relatives of 
the more than 4,000 other men 
aboard the carrier had no way 
of knowing the fate of those 
crewmen. 


This posed the question of 


whether the Navy has a respon- 
sibility, in cases where so many 
men are involved, of letting all 
relatives know more quickly 
about the crew's fate. 


Some officers think this could 


be done by providing news me- 
dia with the list of known casu- 
alties even as efforts continue 
toward reaching their relatives. 


By a process of elimination, 


survivors' relatives could deter- 
mine from these lists whether 
their men were Involved-there- 
fore being spared long hours or 
days of anguish. 


This approach, however, runs 


the risk that some next-of-kin 
will hear of family deaths be- 
fore the government has con- 
tacted them. 


Pentagon policy is to avoid 


such situations as that of a 
mother learning from a news 
broadcast or newspaper her son 
has been killed. 


Sources said the Navy's probe 


will touch on this general prot>- 
lem, study the Forrestal situa- 
tion specifically and perhaps 
make recommendations on han- 
dling information about future 
tragedl.es. 


The Navy casualty branch, 


headed by a civilian, notified 
nearest relatives of the dead, 
missing or seriously wounded 
men on the Forrestal, The casu- 
alty office did not compile a 
casualty list, but individual 
names were released as rela- 
tives were reached.

Petit Mai Is Blackout 
With Epileptic Link 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D.

Q—What is petit mal? What 


causes it? Is there any cure? 


A—A petit mal attack is a 


momentary 
blackout associ- 


ated with the milder form of 
epilepsy. In the typical full- 
scale or grand mal attack the 
victim utters a cry, loses con- 
sciousness, drools or froths at 
the mouth and breathes heav- 
ily with snoring sounds. After 
either type of s e i z u r e the 
victim has no recollection of 
what went on during the spell. 
The cause is unknown but 
heredity is believed to be a 
factor. 


In different persons various 


precipitating f a c t o r s have 
been observed, such as ex- 
posure to flickering light, 
watching television, the dis- 
charge of a flash bulb, loud 
noise, monotonous music or 
sudden fright. There is no 
cure but most cases can be 
controlled with anticonvulsant 
drugs. 


Q—is Dilantin given only 


for epileptic spells? Could a 
woman have her first seizure 
at 60? 


A—Diphenylhydantoin (Di- 


lantin) is an anticonvulsant 
drug used chiefly to prevent 
grand mal seizures. It may 
also be -used for other convul- 
' sive disorders. Epilepsy usual- 
ly starts in childhood 
but 


some types, especially those 
caused by an injury to the 
head or disease of the blood 
vessels of the brain, may start 
at any age. 


Q—What is a clonic convul- 


sion? If you've had one are 
you apt to have more. I'm tak- 
ing phenobarbital as a pre- 
ventive. Is it habit-forming? 


A—A clonic convulsion is 


one in which there is alter- 
nate contraction and relaxa- 
tion of muscles as distin- 


guished from a tonic convul- 
sion in which the contraction 
persists. Epileptic convulsions 
are clonic. A person with this 
disease is likely, unless it is 
under control with drugs, to 
have repeated seizures but 
there is no set pattern to the 
interval between attacks. Al- 
though all barbiturates are 
habit-forming there are some 
forms of epilepsy for which 
they should be taken indef- 
initely. 


Q — My doctor says I have 


hyperkeratosis of my lower 
lip. He suggested no treat- 
ment. What do you advise? 


A — H y p e r k e r a t o s i s Is 


a t h i c k e n i n g of the skin, 
often with some pigmentation, 
and is commonly seen in pers- 
ons who are past 50. The

struct a $97 million paper mill 
on the Sulphur River below Tex- 
arkana Dam in northeast Texas.
